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The Wisconsin Star Holstein- Friesian Herd

O acquire a reputation as a breeder is the ambition 
of practically every progressive member of the Hol- 
stein fraternity. 1n striving to attain this goal, how- 
ever, the advantages of establishing oneself as what is 
known as a reputable breeder as well as a producer of 
high record cows are sometimes overlooked. 
Unfortunately, it is at times forgotten that a reputa- 
tion for square dealing is wholly indispensable to the best 
success in the business of developing dairy cattle. The 
breeder who has never lost sight of this supreme fact and 
has guided his transactions accordingly is the man who 
at present is looming up brighter and more attractively

than his fellow breeder who in other respects might make 
equal claim to prominence. He is the man in whom at 
this time the buying public is especially interested. Some 
one well said in this connection that the man selling the 
cow is as important a consideration as the cow herself. 
This apparent digression is indulged in because it has 
special application to the work _and accomplishments of 
Edwin M. Schultz.of Hartford, Wis.—a man who has 
grown in popular esteem in proportion to his prominence 
as a breeder. 

Mr. Schultz’s activities with Holstein-Friesians date 
back to the year 1905 when, at the age of 22, he pur- 
chased 100 acres of rich farming land seven miles north 
of Hartford and about 30 miles west of Milwaukee. In 
that same year he purchased his first registered stock, 
namely, Johanna Colantha Sarcastic Lad and Johanna 
Colantha Posch—a daughter of Johanna Colantha 2d, who 
has a seven-day record of 32.8 pounds of butter. A few 
months later four more heifers were added which, with 
the above, were to make up the foundation of the Schultz 
herd. Two of these heifers, Piebe Estata Dora and Aaltje 
Salo Ruth, proved to be of exceptional merit in the ca- 
pacity in which they were chosen to serve. Their off- 
spring have proven most instrumental in contributing to- 
ward Mr. Schultz’s success as a breeder. Ninety per cent 
of the herd are descendants of. these two cows. Piebe 
Estata Dora completed a seven-day record of 262 pounds 
and a_ semi-official yearly record of 19,565 pounds milk 
and 885.9 pounds butter. The fact that she dropped a 
calf just one month after finishing her yearly work adds 
very materially to her laurels. Piebe Estata Dora has 
three A. R. O. daughters, one of them Johanna Star 
Blanche, having the following records to her credit: Seven 
days, 25 pounds butter at three years of age, yearly per- 
formance, 17,219 pounds milk and 677 pounds butter as 
a two-year-old. 

Aaltje Salo Ruth is the dam of Wisconsin Star with a 
record of 24.4 pounds butter in seven days and 18,196 
pounds milk and 705.6 pounds butter in a year—this done 
on three quarters. Wisconsin Star in turn is the dam of 
Wisconsin Star 3d, who performed as follows: At two 
years, 23 pounds butter in seven days, yearly record, 730.9 
pounds butter, milk, 15,387 pounds; at three years, she 
gave 25.9 pounds butter in seven days; at four years, 27.6 
pounds butter; at six years, 27.9 pounds butter, and in 
30 days, 115 pounds butter. Her average for four years 











was 26.1 pounds butter in, seven days. She also has th 
distinction of winning $113 in association prize money, 
It, too, is worthy of mention that this cow has produced 
a daughter, Wisconsin Star Pontiac, who has recent] 
completed a seven-day record of 20 pounds butter at the 
age of two years and one month. Wisconsin Star 34 
likewise, has two promising young daughters, not yet 
in milk from which Mr. Schultz believes he has a right 
to expect great things. 

In this herd every female in milk has been given an 
official seven-day record and 15 have done semi-official 
work. These 15 have butter records as two-year-olds up 
to 730 pounds and at full age range up to 885 pounds 
The yearly milk records run as high as 20,000 pounds, _ 

Mr. Schultz’s first herd bull as previously mentioned 
was Johanna Sarcastic Lad. This well known sire was 
used in the herd for eight years, after which time he was 
sold to John Puls, also of Hartford. In speaking of the 
bull Mr. Schultz said, “I believe he is one of the best indi- 
viduals of the breed.” He weighs in the neighborhood of 
2600 pounds and his daughters have all proved to be of 
more than usual merit individually and also have dem- 
onstrated their ability as milk and butter producers. His 
first five two-year-old daughters in semi-official test aver- 
aged 16,435 pounds milk and 661 pounds butter in one 
year—at an average age of 2 years and 1 month. Johanna 
Colantha’s successor was King Artis Pontiac, by Sir 
Korndyke Pontiac Artis, a son of Sir Korndyke Manor 
De Kol from the 3l-pound cow, Pontiac Artis—a daughter 
of Hengerveld De Kol. King Artis Pontiac’s dam is 
May Duchess De Kol, the 26.32-pound daughter of De 
Kol Pietertje Prince 2d. He has been at the head of the 
Schultz herd for the past five years, and has more than

proven his worth inasmuch as some of his two-year-old 
daughters have records in excess of 20 pounds. All of his 
three-year-old daughters have records beyond the 20- 
pound mark. 

About two years ago Mr. Schultz again invaded the 
Robens herd in New York state and selected his present 
junior herd sire, King Korndyke Veeman, an excellent 
individual whose breeding is fully in keeping with his 
general conformation. He is by King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale, who needs no introduction, and from a 33.13-pound 
daughter of Sir Veeman Hengerveld—Jessie Veeman 
Duchess De Kol, who is a daughter of May Duchess De 
Kol—the dam of King Artis Pontiac as before stated. 
Mr. Schultz thinks a great deal of King Korndyke Veeman 
and he has a right to. Considered from every angle, the 
bull is a prize and his get, though still very young, are 
vigorous, well conformed and growthy. In view of what 
has already been done and in view of the splendid com- 
bination of breeding being followed out, one can feel 
safe in predicting greater things for the Wisconsin Star 
Stock Farm herd. Mr. Schultz is proving himself a con- 
structive breeder of high rank—a man of principle and 
character and his success rests upon this most secure of 
all foundations: Absolute integrity and business judgment.

HE agricultural supremacy of the state is indexed 

by its annual state fair. Gauged by this standard 

Iowa is truly in the front rank of all agricultural 
states. — 

For 62 years the farmers and breeders of this mag- 
nificent commonwealth have been gathering to pay tribute 
to the product of her fields, her folds and her barns. The 
fair this year from the entrance to the last cottage on the 
camp grounds was a glorious tribute to ile success of 
the Iowa farmer, to the bountiful harvest of the lowa 
fields. No one could visit the state fair grounds during 
any of the 10 days when this great concourse was in ses- 
sion without being impressed by the throng of people and 
further than this he would invariably have been impressed

with the importance of the Iowa farmer from the com- 
mercial, the social and the political viewpoints. 

It is said there is one auto to every 13 people in this 
state. Perhaps these are the hard, cold facts demonstrated 
by the licenses issued, but if one were to judge from the 
number of autos he dodged while moving about the fair 
grounds or while approaching them from any direction 
he would come to the conclusion that one to 13 is alto- 
gether too low an estimate. Surely the farmers of this 
state are a harvest for the automobile manufacturers and 
for the manufacturers of all the accessories that make 
the automobile such a pleasure. 

The Iowa State Fair is an exposition of everything 
the Iowa farmer produces and it is also an exposition of 
everything the Iowa farmer uses in his farm operations. 
One may study the exhibits and gain therefrom a good 
idea of the progress that is being made by the farmer 
because he sees just what changes are taking place in 
the machinery that is used to carry on the farm work 
and also in the manner in which the soil is tilled and the 


crops are handled. The machinery exhibits themsely 

are a source of education and they are very popular wit 
all of the visitors. The real exhibits, however, for whj h 
the fair is famous are the farm animals, the horses th 
hogs, the sheep and the cattle. If one doubted for : 
moment the necessity and popularity of the purebred 
horses he would have all those doubts dispelled by walk- 
ing through the horse barns or watching the judgin 
arena during any of the mornings. If he doubted the 
supremacy of this state as a producer of hogs and beef 
he would find the most convincing answer to his mental 
uncertainty in the show rings devoted to this stock. 

Dr. O. P. Thompson of Waterloo acted as judge 
The doctor is one of the veteran breeders of the state 
and he is thoroughly fitted through experience and 
through a knowledge of the finer points of the breed to 
pass upon classes of this kind. He did not have an easy 
task, however, for the contests were keen in every in- 
stance. The men who watched the show ring, many of 
them, felt themselves capable to act as judges. However 
it is one thing to judge from the ring side and a very 
different thing to judge from inside the ring. There has 
never been a class of cattle led into a show yard and led 
out again to the entire satisfaction of the men on both

Iowana Farms and Dr. David Rob- 
erts disputed the first honors in the 
other male classes with the Messer 
Farms. And when it came to the 
senior champion sire King Segis Jo- 
hanna Ormsby, a son of King Segis 
Pontiac Combination and the famous 
cow, Daisy Mercedes Johanna Orms- 
by, defeated his older stable mate, 
Hengerveld King. 

If there were any question in the 
visitors’ minds as to the type of stock 
that really holds the forefront of the 
stage in all agricultural activities in 
the Hawkeye state the answer that 
inevitably dispels this doubt would be 
found in the dairy cattle barns and 
the dairy show ring. A few years ago 
the dairy cow was not as popular in 
Iowa as she is today. In those times 
the beef market looked to the pastures 
of Iowa for a large share of its raw 
material. Today the beef shipper is 
very much in evidence but the dairy 
cow is seen in every pasture and the 
fact that Iowa creameries manufac- 
ture 90,000,000 pounds of butter each 
year is very easily believed. 

Naturally, of all the dairy breeds the 
one that attracted the most attention 
was the good, big, practical cow from 
Holland—the real dairy cow for the 
practical farmer, the Holstein-Fries- 
ian.

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The Milk Producers Organize 


T IS gratifying to note the organization of milk pro- 

ducers in various parts of the country. The movement 
began at Chicago and is gradually reaching out both east 
and west. The latest news comes from Minnesota, and 
one of the most pleasing features of this organization is 
the fact that it is officered very largely by Holstein- 
Friesian breeders. There are two reasons for this. In 
the first place the Holstein-Friesian breeders are keenly 
alive to every progressive movement and in the second 
place the Holstein-Friesian breeders are great milk pro- 
ducers. 

This seems to be the first decided step in agricultural 
organization. The farmers and land owners of America 
are a great factor in the political organization of this 
country, yet they are the least appreciative of their im- 
portance. Other men who do not wield nearly as much 
power either through their aggregate wealth, their number 
or their general influence in a community are organizing 
and demanding what they term their rights. The farmer 
has been the last to enter this class but these organiza- 
tions of milk producers are the first steps in the right 
direction. 

In these organizations the one thing that must be 
guarded against most strenuously is internal strife. It 
is difficult for a great body of men to combine in any 
line of work without rivalry resulting. It has been dem- 
onstrated in practically every other organization of men 
and it remains for the farmers of America to prove that 
their organization may be so perfect that this unfortunate 
circumstance will be avoided.

Keeping Milk and Cream 


- HE Agricultural Experiment Station of the University 
of Wisconsin is issuing a series of poster bulletins 
These tell in type and illustration the right and wrone 
ways of doing things on the dairy farm. The latest bul- 
letin is on the subject of keeping milk and cream. It 
demonstrates that the two principal factors in producing 
wholesome milk that is fit for food are cleanliness and a 
low temperature for the product. 

Good dairy products can be produced only from 
healthy cows. This is a foregone conclusion, but the 
healthiest milk, the raw product, which comes from the 
best of stock kept under the best of conditions cannot be 
kept pure and healthy if it comes in contact wtih unclean 
and germ laden strainers, pails and cans. The milk must 
be kept free from contamination for dirt breeds germs 
and the damp greasy utensils make one of the most ideal 
breeding places for harmful bacteria. The stable is no 
place for the separator. The open water tank next door 
to the barnyard is no place for the milk cans and merely 
rinsing out the separator is no system of keeping it clean 
and free from contamination. 

The experiment station is to be congratulated on 
this series of posters. They are made on durable paper 
and they are convincing, they appeal quickly to the reader 
and they are easily understood. The lessons they teach 
cannot fail to bear good fruit. 


California Dairv Cow Competition 


ALIFORNIA announces a state dairy cow competi- 

tion to begin November Ist and to extend over one 
year. Just as this state has been superlative in many 
other things so it is announcing the greatest event of 
its kind in this connection. The California Cultivator 
says, “Wisconsin has the honor of inaugurating this type 
of competition.” We beg the privilege of correcting our 
worthy contemporary in this instance for the first dairy 
cow competition was undertaken in Iowa and it was after 
this had proven very successful that the Wisconsin com- 
petition was started.

We believe that those who may have 
noticed this error were so familiar 
with “King’s” standing in this regard 
that they at once recognized that the 
mistake must have been typograph- 
ical. We take this opportunity of 
adding that he even shows a better 
record than this at the present time. 
Instead of 22 daughters averaging 
as above, he has 24 two-year-old 
daughters (all with first calf), who 
have been tested for the year and 
they average 787.86 pounds butter and 
16,974 pounds milk. 

Inasmuch as it was a subscriber to

Holsteins in Nebraska. 


A recent letter from Mr. Hilde- 
brand of Nebraska is most encourag- 
ing to those who are keenly interested 
in the extension of Holstein-Friesian 
sentiment westward.

_Minnesota has always been recog- 
nized as one of the leading dairy states 
Her output of dairy products, more 
particularly butter, has kept her very 
near the front of all the leaders, and 
in fact she has proven herself a leader 
in many instances. 

The Minnesota Fair therefore is a 
proper exponent of the dairy suprem- 
acy of the state. It is more than this, 
it is an exponent of everything agri- 
cultural for which the state is famous. 
And it is along this line that the state 
fair has grown to wonderful propor- 
tions. 

Minnesota has been fortunate in 
holding the national honors for but- 
ter-fat producing Holsteins and as a 
natural consequence the eyes of the 
Holstein-Friesian World were turned 
upon that state in no uncertain man- 
ner during her fair. The entries were 
not so very different from those in 
Towa. A few of the smaller breeders 
in the Hawkeye state did not go to 
Minnesota, but there were a number 
of Minnesota breeders who entered 
cattle to make up for these. 

In view of the fact that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World is giving these 
awards and comments as a matter of 
record our principal attention will be 
confined in this instance to the awards 
in detail. 

The people over in Minnesota have 
a most excellent system of encourag- 
ing their own breeders by offering 
state prizes as well as_ prizes for 
herds that are open to the world. In 
the state list the awards are made ac- 
cording to the order in which the 
state herds are placed. For example, 
in one of the groups the first, second 
and third prizes were won by indi- 
viduals in herds from other states 
than Minnesota. The fourth and fifth 
prizes were won by cattle in Minne- 
sota herds. Therefore the cow win- 
ning the fourth prize, which is $5 in 
the open class, wins the first prize 
which is $8 in the state competition; 
and the individual winning fifth prize 
of $3 in the open class wins the sec- 
ond prize of $6 in the state class. This 
is a commendable practice and if it 
were more generally followed it 
would stimulate greater interest 
among the state breeders.

It is proposed 
that the Association shall foster and 
promote in connection with such 
other organizations as the board of 
control shall select, a diversified 
farming campaign which shall reach 
all persons within the area to be 
covered, and which shall be designed 
to impress upon the people the neces- 
sity for growing livestock as a basis 
for a self-supporting agriculture.” 

The land owners, after listening to 
addresses hy some of the leading 
Georgia land owners and by repre- 
sentatives of the Southern Settlement 
and Development Organization and 
the Agricultural Extension Depart- 
ment of the International Harvester 
Company, went on record as favoring 
an assessment of le per acre a 
year to defray the expenses of a three 
year campaign.

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Milk Fever and Its Treatment 


pression at the very outset: 

“Milk Fever” is in reality not a 
fever at all; quite the reverse. Its real 
name is parturient paresis, and it may 
be defined as anemia, or lack of blood 
in the brain. It is quite common 
among well-kept, heavy-producing 
dairy cattle. It is brought on by an 
excessive supply of blood in the udder 
at the time of calving and a conse- 
quent deficiency at the brain, with an 
uneven distribution throughout the 
circulatory system, resulting in a sort 
of apoplexy. Attacks of this nature 
are serious and call for quick action 
and speedy relief, otherwise the cow is 
very apt to die. 

It is always best if one is inex- 
perienced to secure the services of the 
local veterinarian as promptly as pos- 
sible. Once he can diagnose the 
symptoms and has seen treatment ad- 
ministered and relief effected, how- 
ever, the average dairy farmer can 
give first aid, or even confidently han- 
dle the case without outside assist- 
ance. So simple is the theory of 
treatment that anyone can readily 
comprehend it; the necessary equip- 
ment is equally simple. The idea is 
merely the inflation and distention of 
the udder by means of sterilized air, 
forced in through each teat with the 
apparatus described below. This re- 
lieves the congestion of blood in the 
udder and brings about a speedy re- 
turn to normal conditions by inducing 
an even distribution throughout the 
body and a consequent forcing of 
blood to the brain. 

The outfit for treatment consists of 
a soft rubber bulb to be compressed in 
the hand, next to which is a second 
bulb which acts as an air chamber and 
regulates the pressure. Next, several 
feet of light rubber tubing, halfway of 
the length of which is included a small 
metal cylinder to be filled with steri- 
lized cotton and through which the air 
is forced by the compression of the 
bulb at the end of the line. At the 
other end is attached an ordinary 
milking tube to be inserted in the teat. 
That is all there is to the device, which 
may be purchased for a small sum 
from any dairy supply house. 

In practice, the milk tube (previ- 
ously sterilized by boiling for ten 
minutes in water) is carefully intro- 
duced into each teat and the quarter

inflated to the greatest possible ex- 
tent by pumping in sterilized air. The 
milk tube is then withdrawn, the teat 
squeezed firmly between thumb and 
finger, and finally tied’ securely with a 
tape, in order to retain the air pres- 
sure. This is the entire treatment. 
However, an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure, and it is well 
never to milk a cow clean for at least 
twenty-four hours after calving, as

the resulting distention of the udder 
serves practically the same purpose as 
artificial distention and aids materially 
in keeping the blood pressure evenly 
distributed throughout the circulatory 
system. 

So much for the treatment. Now 
for symptoms, which luckily again are 
simple, well defined and comparatively 
easy of recognition. Milk fever sel- 
dom attacks any but the heaviest 
milkers and usually manifests itself 
when the cow is in her prime—say 
from five to seven years of age. Heif- 
ers dropping first or second calves are 
seldom if ever afflicted, and cows 
over eight or nine years old rarely 
suffer from it. 

Because of approaching paralysis of 


the bowels, the cow is invariably con- 
stipated; she is uneasy, wild-eyed d 
restless. After a short time she hes 

mences to sway and stamp her feet. 
later on staggering about and exhib. 
iting Increasing signs of weakness, 
and finally exhaustion. At last her 
hind parts refuse longer to support 
her, and she collapses, always fallin 

upon her right side and with her ra 
drawn to the left and resting upon 
the hindquarters. At the end, paraly- 
sis having spread and become general 
the cow appears entirely without con. 
sciousness and to all intents and pur- 
poses, dead. The eyes are fixed and 
glassy, the muscles relaxed, and the 
limbs may be readily handled and 
placed in any position desired. 

If the attack is taken in time, your 
animal, of course, will not present the 
apparently hopeless case described 
above. But once she becomes uncon- 
scious, rest assured her time is short 
unless relief comes quickly. So re- 
member to act promptly, for with 
milk fever you are not left long in 
doubt; your cow is either entirely well 
or entirely dead inside the space of a 
very few hours. There is no gradual 
decline or lingering either way, and a 
great deal depends upon one’s ability 
to recognize the above symptoms and 
start first aid measures in time. How- 
ever, the malady may be said, in a 
negative sense, tO possess one re- 
deeming feature. viz.: No particular 
ill effects follow an attack and there 
is no permanent damage; once well, 
your cow is as well as ever. 

Under the head of prevention I 
would suggest first, refraining from 
milking entirely out for at least 24 
hours. In the case of a heavy milker 
in overly good condition, where an 
attack of milk fever is dreaded, it is 
well to remove all grain feeds and 
substitute bran for a week or two be- 
fore calving. Just before, give this 
in the form of steamed mashes, with 
plenty of salt added, and also offer 
plenty of laxative feeds, such as grass, 
green crops, green corn, etc., in the 
summer, and beets or beet pulp in 
winter. The bowels should be kept 
very free, and immediately the calf is 
dropped give a drench of 1% pounds 
epson salts with one ounce creolin 
added; this to restore the normal 
movement of the bowels and prevent 
fermentation. Feed very lightly for

In conclusion, I might mention two 
dont’s, i.e€.; never by any chance at- 
tempt to give a cow medicine through 
the mouth after she is down; the 
muscles of the throat are in a paraly- 
zed state and she is liable to choke 
to death through flooding her lungs. 
And above all things, in making use 
of the above treatment, keep every- 
thing scrupulously clean to avoid in- 
fection. This means surgically clean 
and includes the operator’s hands and 
the patient’s udder and teats, as well 
as the milk tube and other apparatus 
—a fact occasionally overlooked by 
most dairymen and some veterinar- 
jans.—Pennsylvania Farmer.

tunity for establishing a more stable 
and permanent form of agriculture 
through the introduction of better 
breeding stock. Naturally the results 
will not be quite as quick as they are 
with the pig clubs but the permanency 
of the dairy industry makes it worth 
far more to bankers and farmers alike 
and it will do more to establish better 
rural conditions. The modern farm 
home is almost invariably preceded by 
the dairy cow. The milk check pays 
for the automobile on many of the 
farms and what is of more import- 
ance than any of these better citizen- 
ship and better rural conditions fol- 
low the introduction of better dairy 
cattle in any community. When we 
speak of dairying naturally we imply 
the Holstein cow for we recognize 
that she is aueen of the dairy world. 
Why not consider at least the advis- 
ability of Holstein calf clubs and why 
should not the banker, the county 
agent, and those who are promoting 
better rural conditions, generally, con- 
sider the wonderful potency of this 
factor in accomplishing their results? 


DAIRYING DID IT WITH THE 
HELP OF HOLSTEINS. 


The Dakota farmer is abandoning 
his wheat fields and giving more at- 
tention to the dairy cow. The popu- 
lar conception of Dakota as one broad 
field of wheat is being dispelled for 
dairy barns and silos are springing 
up rapidly. 

“Four years ago,” says a North 
Dakota farmer, “central North Dako- 
ta was broke. The farmers had been 
raising wheat and a series of bad 
crops had brought them to a point 
where they had reached their limit of 
credit. The banks at large centers 
declined to honor paper from the in- 
terior banks longer. Finally they 
sent to Washington and secured an 
expert, Thomas Cooper, who came 
out and induced several counties to 
employ farm agents and started a 
better farming movement. He ad- 
vised dairying and the banks offered 
to lend money on dairy cows. All 
through that section farmers bought 
cattle and the dairy industry became 
important. Land that in 1912 was 
worth about $12.50 per acre now sells 
at from $30 to $40. Farmers are rais- 
ing corn and building silos. One man 
near Mercer has recently built a home 
and barns worth $18,000 on his farm, 
all made through dairying and diversi- 
fied farming. 

“Thus farmers, broke four years 
ago by following one crop, which had 
turned out badly, now by buying a 
few cows have regained their credit 
and are making money, and the whole 
country is in much better condition.” 
—Butter, Cheese and Egg ournal.
